The sewer pipe on Franklin street, being insufficient to 
carry off the great amount of water caused by heavy rain- 
falls, at times causing the water to be forced into cellars along 
the line of that street. thereby causing great damage and en- 
dangering the health of tenants. it was thought advisable to 
remedy the same by disconnecting the pipe at the corner of 
School and Franklin streets, which conveyed the surface 
water from School, Prospect and other streets east of Frank- 
lin street, and to connect the same with the new Elkins 
street sewer. 

To carry off the surface water from the new streets on the 
Sulloway land, and to accommodate the owners of real estate 
along said street who are patrons of the new water system, it 
was thought necessary to extend the sewers on Spruce, Oak, 
Pine and Beech streets, which has occasioned an outlay of 
$888.10. | 

Although there was no appropriation for sewers made at 
the last annual meeting we trust the action of this board will 
be approved by the town. 

There appears to be no immediate necessity for more sew- 
erage in that section of the Falls village.
